President 
Roosevelt asked support for a pri­ 
vate welfare drive that is in pro­ 
gress throughout the country to­ 
day. 
in an optimistic addrest deliev- 
ered by radio last night, on the 
opening program of the 1935 mob­ 
ilization for humcn needs, the Pres­ 
ident stressed reports of increased 
employment. 
He referred to a September em­ 
ployment gain of 350.000 workers 
tn private industries which report 
to the departm ent of labor. Thts, 
he said, brought those industries 
to the level of November. 1930. and 
their payrolls hack to the level of 
May 1931. He added that even th© 
"durable goods” industries, 
long 
"backward,” are row ‘'putting their 
hest foot forward.” 
Industry U vas Up to Hop* 
•'Recently,” he said, “I expressed 
the hope 
that 
private 
Industry 
would strain

Gravitational influences of Jupe 
ter, he said, pulled some meteor* 
out of their course last year aud 
lessened last November’s shower. 
"But occasional showers this year 
augur a plentitude of meteors in 
November," he said.

sonings reflect long years in col­ 
lege classrooms.

Born on the eastern 
shore 
of 
Maryland, he was graduated from 
John Hopkins, Princeton and H ar­ 
vard. He served on the faculties of 
Harvard. Princeton, Amherst and 
the University of Pennsylvania. 
Favors Liberal Supervision 
Although a lawyer by profession 
and training, it is the economic a s­ 
pects of the new deal that Interest 
him most. The government must 
continue, he believes, to wield a 
wise and liberal supervision over 
economic forces. 
The new deal, he sees not a* an 
expedient to be junked when pros­ 
perity has been regained, hut as an 
active force to maintain a balance 
between conflicting interests of la 
bor, capital, industry and agricul­ 
ture. 
In 
government 
supervision 
of 
industry and labor 
he advocates 
"a policy which gives due weight 
to all and not to just some of the 
factors and 
forces 
which 
must 
w-ork together to bring about na 
tional prosperity.” 
The danger of government regu­ 
lation of industry and agricuture. 
as he sees it, la that poetical lead 
ors vnav he drawn too far toward 
views of one group, 
or 
interest, 
without giving due weight to eco­ 
nomic rights of others. 
Economic Forces Complex 
“Economic forces 
affecting 
na 
tional prosperity are far more com­ 
plex than ever before, and cannot 
be solved alone by application of 
laws and remedies which brought 
us out of past depression*,” Dick­ 
inson said. 
Consumption of goods always be­ 
fore has followed 
expansion

capital and production, 
he 
said. 
“Our power to produce." he add­ 
ed. “now has far outstripped our

“We are confronted with pron

private action alone, but require 
for solution concerted action of dif­ 
ferent groups and the intervention 
of governmental policy

He is convinced “we

heading for ruin if we turn back 
to an old policy which closed its 
eyes to all but one group of in- 
| terests, or on the oth er hand, turn 
aside to new policies which utter-

middle-of-the-road 
policy 
which holds open, for each such

The increase in food 
imports is not calculated to stir 
enthusiasm in the farm country, 
and adm inistration 
officials iust 
now are nursing several separate 
headaches 
arising 
over 
wheat, 
hogs, cotton and potatoes. 
The biggest worry, of court#, is 
the supreme 
court. 
What might 
happen on the farms if AAA were 
hold unconstitutional, and the Re­ 
publicans countered with some sort 
of export bounty proposal' 
The problem is too heavily laden 
w ith alternatives to perm it the pol­ 
iticians to agree on any definite 
conclusions. It is safe to say. how­ 
ever, that no other issue is receiv­ 
ing more careful study in either 
camp.

OOO who lost their lives In United 
States’ wars. 
These figures, taken from rec­ 
ords of the war department and 


census 
bureau, 
alarmingly 
ilius-. 
trate the gravity of the nations 
traffic problem. 
Traffic 
deaths 
have 
increased 
infold since 1913 when the num­ 
ber 
of 
fatalities 
reached 4,22.*>. 
Last year the traffic toll attained , 
an all-time high of 36.000 deaths. 
Keen this deas no. represent the 
full loss from 
highway 
mishaps. ; 
(.ast year motor 
vehicles perma-j 
nently disabled 105.000, tem poral | 
fly disabled 1,150.000. causing an 
economic loss to the nation esti 
mated in excess of 91,580.000. 
The gravity of the situation ha^- 
i atised 
government 
agencies and . 
civie organizations 
to take steps 
toward 
educating 
the 
motoring 
public. 
In one respect, the depression 
probably accounts for the growing 
number 
of 
highway 
accidents. 
Drivers unable 
to 
replace worn 
tires, lacking money to make need- | 
od repairs, forced to drive their I 
old cars past the safety point are 
responsible for many of the acci­ 
dents. 
Nearly half of those fatally in­ 
jured by 
automobiles 
last year 
were 
pedestrians. 
Jayw alkers, 
careless individuals who dart 
out 
into traffic, 
persons walking 
on 
country highways—these account­ 
ed for more than 15,000 of 
the 
deaths recorded 
last 
year from 
traffic accidents. 
About six percent of the drivers 
involved In traffic fatalities had 
L)een 
drinking. 
Another 
one 
or 
two percent were physical^ defec­ 
tive. 


Efforts to cut dow n the automo- j 
bile deaths 
have 
been made iii 
several directions, none of which 
have proved eminently successful. 
Safety campaigns and educational 
programs are helpfu' if thoroughly 
and systematically staged. 
More 
stringent enforcement of 
existing traffic regulations is urg­ 
ed by many who feel that the lax­ 
ity of authorities encourages reek- I 
lessness. 
Several 
states 
have 
found that 
drivers’ 
license laws. | 
providing for a physical examina­ 
tion of the driver and periodic in­ 
spection of the motor vehicle, have 
helped to cut down the traffic toll. 
Another approach is being taken 
by the Red Crofts which has out­ 
lined an 
intensive national cam­ 
paign 
to establish first aid sta­ 
tions on main highways in con­ 
nection 
with 
the 
organization's 
highway accident prevention pro­ 
gram. 
There are some who even pro 
pose that all motor vehicles be gov­ 
erned mechanically so as to limit 
the speed of the machine to a 
nominal rate. 
Probably no one measure will 
suffice to check the increasing toll 
of traffic deaths, but a program 
combining the hest features of all 
is woefully needed.

EXERCISE SERVES not only to 
maintain physical fitness, but also 
it helps to overcome many condi­ 
tions of ill health. 
It should not 
be practiced in the sum m er months 
only. 
A certain amount of daily 
exercise 
should 
be 
obtained all 
year round. 
Certainly this must 
be the rule if good health ii to be 
maintained. 
Unfortunately, many who live in 
large cities like New York and Chi­ 
cago lead senentarv lives most of 
the time and especially in the win­ 
ter. 
The thought 
of 
system atic 
exercise never occurs 
to 
them ; 
they are "too ared" or the weather 
is "too cold'* to venture outdoors. 
Physical activity of some 
kind 
must be engaged 
in during 
the 
cold weather if the boily is to func­ 
tion properly. 
Exercise in the cold 
air is 
ex h ilaratin g 
Ihiring 
the 
fall and 
winter 
m onths walking. 
hiking, horseback rid.ng, football. 
ice skating, skiing, 
sledding and 
other outdoor games afford health­ 
ful exercise and likewise pleasant 
recreation.

Facilities Indoors 
'For the tennis enthusiast, swim- 
er. handball player and even golf­ 
er, there are indoor facilities 
for 
continuing these activities during 
the cold weather. 
But it is very 
im portant th at we get some kind 
of regular exercise in the open air. 
Walking is the cheaper and yet 
in many respects the very finest 
form of exercise. 
W hen done in 
proper fashion 
it 
is 
of greatest 
value. 
Hold the body erect with 
chest th roint out. 
Take long, deep 
breaths so as to fill the lungs with 
good fresh air. 
This will help to 
purify the blood. 
Rear in mind that deep breath­ 
ing of resh air is an exercise in 
itself. It do es wonders to the chest 
muscles. 
It Is a good idea to take 
aetting-up exercises before an open 
window. 
This procedure has be­ 
come exceedingly 
popular during 
the last few years. 
It is a prac­ 
tice beneficial to health. 
Everyone needs 
exercise. 
But 
♦he type and amount must be gov­ 
erned by the health of the individ­ 
ual. his age, the nature of work 
he does, etc. 
Always the chosen 
exercise should be a pleasure, not 
a burden. 
To engage in exercise 
in the open air, let me reheat, Is 
the hest way to get it. 
Exercise, no m atter what form it 
takes, should never be carried to 
the point of undue fatigue. Harm 
may he done by over-strenuous ac­ 
tivity. 
This Is why there should 
he proper supervision of athletics. 
- 'ic one should indulge regularly in 
f 
| p. severe form of exercise with­ 
out first having rn c o m p l e t e phy­ 
sical examination. 
The condition of the lungs and 
heart should be carefully checked. 
I am glad to say that these testa 
are now a part of the routine in 
a1! schools and colleges. 
Never subject your unprepared 
muscles to violent exercises. 
It Is 
wise to begin moderately and then 
to follow the program 
regularly. 
Persons who have passed the age 
of 30 or 40 should he careful not 
to overstrain by taking unaccus­ 
tomed 
and 
strenuous 
exercises.
